Tur one hundred and twenty-fourth session of the General 
Medical Council opened on Tuesday, November 23rd, at its 
house in Hallam Street, London. Sir Donatp MacA.istTeEr, 
Bt., K.C.B., presided. 

The following newly appointed members were introduced 
to the President and took their seats: 

Leonard Parker Gamgee, M.S., F.R.C.S., to represent the 
University of Birmingham for five years from July Ist, 
1926. 

Sir Humphry Rolleston, Bt., K.C.B., M.D., to represent 
the University of Cambridge for five years from November 
Sth, 1926. 

Mr. (iamgee was introduced by Sir Holburt Waring, and 
Sir Humphry Rolleston by Sir Robert Bolam. 


PRESIDENT’sS ADDRESS. 
Deaths of Former Members. 

Since our last meeting three members-emeriti have died 
at a ripe age. Each had rendered notable service to his 
generation and to this Council. Sir Henry Morris, who 
retired in 1917, was our trusted and efficient treasurer for 
ten vears. Dr. John Christie MeVail, who for a like period 
was Crown member for Scotland, vindicated here and 
elsewhere the claims of preventive medicine to a prominent 
place in professional education and practice, and left 
an abiding mark on the medical curriculum. Mr. David 
Neilson Knox, retiring in 1921, had for twelve years repre- 
sented here the Royal Faculty of Glasgow with characteristic 
sobricty of judgement. We are the richer for our memories 
of what these former colleagues did and what they were. 


Changes in Membership. 

In my last address I intimated with regret the retirement 
from the Council of Sir Gilbert Barling, Vice-Chancellor of 
the University of Birmingham. The University has now 
appointed in his place Mr. Leonard Parker Gamgee, 
F.R.C.S., Professor of Surgery, whom to-day we cordially 


welcome to our counsels. To some of us his name carries 
happy associations of old friendships. We shail miss from 
our fellowship Dr. W. L. H. Duckworth, the representative 
of Cambridge since 1922, who, in view of his duties to his 
university and his college, has found it necessary to resign 
his seat. His stay with us has not been long; but it has 
been long enough to make the Council appreciate the 
sterling qualities that have gained for him at Cambridge 
the high esteem of his academic and professional colleagues. 
Sir Humphry Rolleston has also resigned his place as 
representing the Royal College of Physicians of London; 
but happily he leaves us no smallest room for regret, since 
he straightway and without an interval returns to us, 
caclum non animum mutans, as member for the University 
of Cambridge. We are as glad to have him with us in his 
new avatar as in his old. It will doubtless. be the pleasure 
of the Council to reinstate him, after so momentary a 
hiatus, on the several committees he so effectively serves, 
and to ‘‘ give him the wages of going on.”’ 


Trish Free State. 

The Medical Act, 1926, of the Irish Free State has been 
continued from August 2lst for successive periods of one 
month, and still by its operation maintains the previous 
arrangement by which the Medical Acts of this country 
are made applicable to Southern Ireland. 1 am informed 
that conferences have taken place between the Privy 
Council and other Government departments in this 
country, together with representatives of the Free State 
Government, on the question of our future medical rela- 
tions. As a result proposals have been formulated for an 
amicable agreement between the Governments concerned. 
This agreement, if duly adopted and ratified, gives pro- 
mise of a practicable modus vivendi which may be generally 
acceptable. Probably a further conference will be necessary 
for its final adjustment. But it must be ratified before 
the Free State Medical Act expires in February, or new 
legislation will be required. 


New Brunswick. 

The Lord President was pleased to bring before His 
Majesty in Council the representations of the Executive 
Committee regarding a recent change of the law in New 
Brunswick, to which I made reference in-June. These 
representations have been judged to be well founded, and 
accordingly an Order in Council, dated November. 5th, 
1926, has been issued, declaring that New Brunswick no

FEDERAL CoUNCIL. 

SUMMARIZED minutes of meetings of the Federal Council, held 
on October 5th and 9th at Pretoria, have now reached 
headquarters in London. 

Dr. A. J. Orenstein presided, and twenty-two members were 
present. The following officers were elected for the triennial 

riod : President, Dr. A. J. Orenstein; Vice-President, Mr. T. 
pared Sandes; Honorary Treasurer, Dr. Alice Cox. The 
President referred to the severe loss which the profession, and 
the Federal Council in particular, had suffered sinee the. last 
meeting 4 the deaths of Drs. James Erlank, A. Reith Fraser, 
and W. Howell Davies. A vote of condolence was passed by 
all members standing in silence. , 


Incorporation of New Association, 

' The President reported on the authority received from London 
approving the change of name of the Association and the 
amalgamation of the South African Medical Association. The 
Articles of Association, which had been drafted by the solicitors, 
were laid on the table. The President explained the reasons 
for seeking incorporation under the Companies Act. It was 
resolved that the Memorandum and Articles of Association 
be printed and circulated in draft form to all Branches, with 
the request that formal approval or otherwise be signified 
within thirty days of receipt of the draft. 

On representation from the Cape, it was reselved to approve 
the Cape of Good Hope (Western Province) Branch being 
renamed the ‘‘ Cape Western Branch,’’ and it was resolved to 
recommend that other Branches in the Cape should adopt the 
same style of title. 

Authority was granted for the formation of new Divisions at 
Queenstown and Potchefstroom. ; 

The draft rules of the Federal Council were approved, with 
an amendment that.a quorum at meetings shall be seven 
members, who must be representative of at least three Branches. 


Committees ; Journal, 

The following constitute the Executive Committee : the Presi- 
dent and Vice-President (ex officio), and three elected members 
—Sir F. Spencer Lister, Sir Edward N. Thornton, and Dr. 
8. M. de Kock. The following constitute the Central Ethical 
Committee : the President and Vice-President, and five elected 
members—Drs. F. H. Napier, M. G. Pearson, Charles Porter, 
T. J. Reos Scholtz, and J. S. du Toit. A subcommittee of 
Pretoria Branch members was appointed to interview the 
Minister of Justice in regard to district surgeons’ grievances, 
and the Witwatersrand Branch members of the Federal Council 
wes zppointed a subcommittee to deal with suggestions regard- 
ing thes¢ appointments. 

Tl» Federal Council resolved to inaugurate an official journal 
of the Medical Association of South Africa as from January bt, 
1927. Drs. Darley Hartley and C. L. Leipoldt were appointed 
jeint editors, and Dr. Darley Hartley business manager. Dr. 
Leipeldt was also appointed Organizing Medical Secretary as 
from January Ist, 1928. Detailed arrangements are in the hands 
of members of council from the Cape Western Branch. 


Miscellaneous Busincss. 

A suggestion was received from the Cape Western Branch that 
medical appointments should be advertised in local medical 
journals, giving full particulars, instead of in the Government 
Gazette and overseas medical journals only. It was resolved to 
communicate with the Minister of the Interior and the Minister 
of Public Health requesting that such advertisements should be 
published in the official journal of the Association. 

li was resolved to urge the Government to reconsider its 
decision in regard to the adoption of the Hospital Commission’s 
report and the taking over of hospitals under Union control. 

(voup Insurance.—It was resolved to accept the offer of a 
certain insurance company for all classes of insurance, and to 
issue a circular letter in this connexion to all Branches at an 
early «late. 

Dr. Clegg and another member to be appointed by the Natal 
Coastal Branch were nominated to represent the Federal Council 
on the South African National Council for Child Welfare. 

It was resolved that the Minister of Health be asked to 
consider consulting the Federal Council before taking steps on 
any matter which affects the medical profession. 

W:th certain alterations, the ethical rules were adopted, and 
it was resolved to have them printed and circulated to Branches 
forthwith. It was resolved that the Federal Council circularize 


Branches, asking them to adopt a rule that members who profess 
to he specialists should confine their practice to their specialty. 

It was resolved that the next South African Congress be held 
at Bloemfontein during April, 1928. 


‘ . It- was-resolved that the advisability of tarring all roads.ip. 
- urban areas, or otherwise allaying the dust, in the interest of 
public health and comfort, be urged on all -provincial and local 
authorities. A copy of this resolution to be communicated to 
the lay press as well as to the provincial administrators. Aas

The British Pharmacopoeia. 

The Lord President has further acceded to the request of 
the Council, formulated on June 4th, 1926, and has taken 
steps for the appointment of a small committee, on which 
the Council is represented, with power to make inquiries, 
to collect information, to receive evidence, and to make 
recommendations, on the question whether it is desirable 
to make any, and*if so what, alterations in the existing 
law or practice relating to the preparation or publieation 
of the British Pharmacopoeia and to its adaptation to the 
requirements of the British Empire. I have grounds for 
stating that this committee is at present engaged in making 
inquiries and collecting information bearing on the subject 
of its reference. 


Dangerous Drugs and other Poisons. 


Another. committee, appointed by the Lord President, is 


sitting to consider the whole question of the scope and 
administration of the Poisons and Pharmacy Acts, and the 
regulations made thereunder, so far as poisons other than 
*‘ dangerous drugs ’’ are concerned. On the nomination of 
the Executive Committee I have been appointed a member, 
and have arranged to take part for the present in the 
committee’s inquiries and deliberations, which are now 
proceeding. 

The Secretary of State for the Home Department is 
authorized by the Dangerous Drugs Acts Regulations to 
‘refer the question whether a particular duly qualified 
medical practitioner is supplying, administering, or pre- 
scribing ‘‘ dangerous drugs,” for himself or others (other- 
wise than as required for medical treatment), to a tribunal 
of three practitioners in England and three in Scotland 
respectively, one of whom is to be nominated on behalf of 
this Council in each case. As speedy nominations were 
requested, the Executive Committee proposed Sir Humphry 
Rolleston for England and Dr. Ashley Mackintosh for 
Scotland, and by invitation sent up also the names of 
certain other members of the Council, empowered to act 
on the respective tribunals in the absence of those first 
named. The members proposed have agreed to act, and 
have been duly approved by the Secretary of State. 


Visitation of Indian Universities. 

The Secretary of State for India in Council, with the 
active concurrence of the Government of India and of the 
provincial authorities concerned, has now formally invited 
Sir Norman Walker and Colonel Needham to revisit India 
for a tour of visitation and inspection ot the courses of 
study and examination required for university medical 
degrees in that country, and to make reports thereon 
to the Secretary of State and to this Council. Colonel 
Needham generously consented to interrupt his home leave 
for the purpose of accompanying Sir Norman, and of 
resuming duty in India as official inspector, at the end of 
October. An accidental illness, now happily surmounted 
prevented Sir Norman Walker from sailing with him in 
October ; but by arrangement with the India Office Colonel 
Needham then proceeded alone to Bombay, and Sir Norman 
will join him in December. The opportunities for observa- 
tion, consultation, and conference now offered to the visitors 

the university and other authorities of India will 
assuredly prove of essential service to the cause of medical 
education in India. To the Council in particular, as the 
body whose recognition of Indian medical diplomas, for 


purposes of registration at home, is by law equivalent to { 


a guarantee of their sufficiency for efficient practice in 
Medicine, surgery, and midwifery beyond the limits of 
India, the visjtors’ reports will be of primary importance 
and value. The good wishes of the Council for a prosperous 


journey and a safe return will go with the envoys on their 


educational mission. The Executive Committee has agreed 
‘to postpone decision on certain outstanding questions con- 
cerning Indian qualifications until their reports are received 
and discussed with them. 


Visitation of other Eastern Universities. 

It is of interest to note that in other parts of the empire 
a desire is manifested for similar visits by representatives 
-of the Council. The Governments of the Straits Settlements 
and Federated Malay States have, through the Colonial 
Office, forwarded a cordial invitation to Sir Norman Walker 
and Colonel Needham to extend their tour to Singapore 
as official guests. ‘The Deputy Governor writes that he is 
‘advised that an inspection of the King Edward VII College 
of Medicine, Singapore (whose diplomas are already ‘ recog- 
nized’), by the representatives of the General Medical 
Council, would be of mucli service, and that a similar 
opportunity may not occur again for many years.”’ The 


‘Executive Committee is of opinion that this spontaneous © 


invitation should be cordially acknowledged, and has placed 
it in Sir Norman’s hands to accept in case he or his 
colleague find it practicable to extend their journey to 
Singapore. A similar invitation to our representatives to 
visit Ceylon Medical College on this occasion has, for local 
reasons, had to be cancelled. ea 


Visits to Dominion Medical Schools. 

Sir Edward Coey Bigger has, during the autumn, been 
travelling in Canada, Australia, and New Zealand as a 
member of the Empire Parliamentary Delegation. He was 
provided with introductions, as a member of this Council, 
to a number of the medical authorities in these dominions. 
Though his stay at any one centre was perforce brief, 
I gather from his letters, and from those sent me by presi- 
dents, deans, and others, that his visits were everywhere 
welcomed, and that he was put in possession of information 
respecting curricula, examinations, etc., which cannot fail 
to be of interest and value to the Council. He was able 
also, while the guest of the Governor of Ceylon, to visit its 
Medical College, and to inform himself regarding its 
activities. 

These experiences suggest that, as communications— 
aerial, marine, and terrestrial—are gradually improved, the 
time may come when it will be feasible, as beyond question 
it would be mutually beneficial, to organize frequent and 
regular, rather than rare and occasional, visits to profes- 
sional bodies overseas, who are occupied, like us, with 
problems of medical education and registration in distant 
parts of the empire. 


Business of the Session. ; 

Fhe November session, as is usual, will be chiefly occupied 
by judicial inquiries; but the Examination Committee and 
the Education Committee have been actively engaged 
during the recess in gathering information respecting the 
methods and standards of professional examination em- 
ployed by the licensing bodies, and in, ascertaining the 
extent to which the new medical curriculum is being 
brought into operation in the United Kingdom. They may 
think it expedient to present separate interim reports 
for the information of the Council on these subjects. The 
spheres of the two committees, however, include much 
common ground, and I understand that a joint conference 
may be proposed, for the co-ordination of their views and 
experience, before definitive reports are submitted to you. 

As on previous occasions, the Executive Committee has 
arranged that disciplinary and other reports from the 
Dental Board, and reports from the Dental Education and 
Examination Committee, shall be taken before other 
business, in order that the dental members of the Council 
may be liberated the sooner, if they desire to resume their 
duties elsewhere. 

So far as can be foreseen, the work before us can be 
satisfactorily compassed before Saturday of this week.

Clinical Meeting and Dinner, 

By the courtesy of the medical officer of health and the medical 
superintendent, the autumn clinical meeting of the Glasgow and 
West of Scotland Branch was held in Ruchill Fever Hospital and 
Sanatorium on November 1lth. Over a hundred members attended. 
After tea the company was divided into small groups and demon- 
strations were given by members of the hospital staff, illustrating 
the Schultz-Charlton intradermic serum test for scarlet fever, the 
serum treatment of severe toxic scarlet fever, and the advantage 
of operation for diseased tonsils and adenoids in the treatment of 
otitis media. Regarding the infectivity of the desquamating ,skin, 
statistics were. adduced to show that return- cases.were not ‘more 
frequent after only a four weeks’ residence than after a six weeks’ 
stay with desquamation completed. A few cases showing the 
Parkinsonian syndrome after lethargic encephalitis were also 
shown. In the sanatorium the apparatus for inducing artificial 
pneumothorax was demonstrated, and there was displayed a series 
of about a hundred radiograms (with notes) illustrating the 
various stages in tuberculosis of the lungs and also bronchiectasis 
fibrosis, tumours, and other conditions which were sent to hospital 
with another diagnosis, 

In the evening the annual dinner of the Branch was held under 
the chairmanship of the President, Dr. J Brown of Campbel- 
town. The guests were Dr. McGregor, medical officer of health, 
Dr. Elliott, supermtendent of Ruchill Hospital, Dr. John Stevens, 
secretary of the Edinburgh Branch, and Dr. J. R. Drever, Scottish 
Medical Secretary. The Crarrman gave the toast of ‘‘The Guests,” 
which was responded to by Dr. Srevens in a felicitous speech. The 
toast of The Branch”? was proposed by the Orricer oF 
HeattH, who drew attention to the 780 new graduates of Glasgow 
University who had been secured for the Association since 1922. 
He also commented on the change of policy of the Association 
which was evident in the scientific work that was being done in 
connexion with mortality and rheumatic heart disease 
in children. Dr. J. G. McCurcneon, the honorary secretary of the 
Branch, replied in a racy speech, and explained that the results 
obtained were due to good team work. Songs by Mrs. F. W. 
Martin and Dr. J. Wallace Anderson, and the reciting of an 
original poem by Dr. John Fergus, added to the entertainment 
of a successful evening. 


GLOUCESTERSHIRE BraNncuH. 
Tre concluding ge | ‘of the Gloucestershire Branch for the 
session 1925-26 was held at the Royal Infirmary, Gloucester, on 
October 14th, with Mr. Arnotp Atcocx, President, in the chair. 

The Presipent demonstrated a case after tubular skin grafting. 
A boy of 4 years, after extensive burns of the upper part of 
the body, which suppurated, was left with the chin Conn down 
to the chest wall by a dense band of scar tissue. Photographs 
were shown of the condition at this stage. Excision of the scar 
tissue and Thiersch grafting was unsuccessful, as subsequent con- 
traction took place. A tubular graft was taken from the abdomen 
and applied to the neck by four-stage operation. The result was 
very successful. 

r. Frrmin Cutupert showed : (1) a child with stiff leg in whom 
poliomyelitis was’ regarded as the most probable diagnosis, and 
(2) a child after operation for congenital sig stenosis. He also 
demonstrated bottled specimens of the latter condition, and in 
addition specimens of mesenteric cyst, and ovary in hernial sac. 

The Prestpent referred to the fact that as Mr. Cuthbert was 
retiring from active practice, it was probable that this was the 
last meeting at which he would show cases. It was very difficult 
to think of these meetings without Mr. Cuthbert. He had been so 
regular in his attendance, and so assiduous in his interest during 
his forty-two years of membership of the Branch, that it was 
impossible to realize what this deprivation ‘meant for their 
meetings. The President remarked that, to his mind, the first 
outstanding quality of Mr. Cuthbert was his encyclopaedic know- 
ledge of surgery. This was well recognized by all who attended 
these meetings. He (Mr. Alcock) was personally under a debt 
of gratitude for much that had been learned from him, Mr. 
Cuthbert also had untiring energy: he paid remarkable atten- 
tion to detail, and he never seemed to be in a hurry. However 
busy he might be, he was always willing to do all he could to 
help a colleague. With these qualities he combined an extra- 
ordinary memory and extraordinary persistence. The President, 
in the name of the Branch, wished Mr. Cuthbert every happiness 
and good health in his retirement from practice.

Panel Patients and Extra Fees. 


Srr,—Thank heaven someone has approached the matter of 
the tribulation and remuneration of the panel doctor. Dr. Todd- 
White, in his letter in the Supprement of November 13th 
(p. 214), has (ne doubt owing to censiderations of time and 
space) understated rather than overstated the deplorable con- 
dition of affairs under which we panel practitioners meekly 
work and suffer. It can be confidently stated that neither the 
panel patient nor the general public are aware that we are paid 
the magnificent sum of two pennies per week for each patient— 
half the price of a glass of beer! When-I tell my patients 
that this is what I receive their incredulity is unmistakable 
and their remarks often terse, to say the least. What respect 
can a patient have for a twopenny doctor? Do the public, for 
instance, recognize that for this twopence we are required to 
give full medical attendance, surgical attendance, including all 
operations except major ones, extraction of teeth (see latest 


ruling), certificates galore, anaesthetics, etc.? And then the - 


records ! 

How many practitioners are aware of what goes on when 
one is haled before a medical service subcommittee? The 
behaviour of some of the lav members of these comniittees is 
a scandal. I have been twice before these tribunals and found 
not guilty in both cases. This is bad enough on account of loss 
of time, ete., but I have been bullied, subjected to running 
comments behind my back, and threatened. 


Is it not time that the Association organized a Public’, 


Medical Service whereby we could give the public, for reason- 
able weekly contributions, a decent service and still have 
respect for ourselves and receive the same from our patients? 
In this district private club members pay 3d. per week and 
4d. for a bottle of medicine, and the service only includes 
medical attendance and very minor operations. This is 


certainly better than we receive under the national health
